correspondence has been initiated to the supplier to lay the 
foundation for a renegotiation of the existing contract for 
the purpose of reducing the quantity ordered from 1,500,000 to 
500,000. The reduction in quantity to be supplied has several 
ramifications as the negotiation is not merely with the sup- 
plier. Since several intermediary parties were involved in 
the original agreement of sale, renegotiation of this contract 
may involve extensive correspondence and possible increase in 
the basic cost.
